WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House unanimously approved to­ 
day a compromise bill granting 
President Eisenhower powers to 
reorganize the Defense Depaft- 
m ent lor the nuclear - missile 
age. 


By voice vote, the House ap­ 
proved the measure as drafted by 
House - Senate conferees. There 
was no debate. The compromise 
legislation now goes to the Senate. 
It gives the President most of 
what he asked for but ignores 
several powers he requested. 


Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga ) 
of the House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee read the House a letter 
from Eisenhower which sai l that 
“except in relatively minor re­ 
spects, the bill adequately meets 
every recommendation to the Con­ 
gress on this subject.” 
Eisenhower 
s u b m i t t e d the 
sweeping reorganization plan at 
the cutset of the current congres­ 
sional session in the wake of So­ 
viet Sputnik successes. It was a 
m ajor demand on his part. 
Meanwhile, Defense Secretary 
Neil H. McElroy reported tnat 
the Middle East crisis has dem­ 
onstrated that U.S. defense forces 
“are ready , and that they can 
move rapidly to those parts of the 
world where they are needed”. 
The secretary made the state­ 
ment to the Senate Preparedness 
subcommittee. He was recalled 
for what Chairman Ly ndon B. 
Johnson (Tex.) termed “an audit 
of the naton’s defenses”.
